ROBERT BRYAN LIPTON, 556 Green ELace, Wocdmere, N. Y. 11598: I'm not quite certain 
where I indicated the belief that Islam was divided into a feudal system, but after 750 , 
when the first wave of expansion died down, the outlying areas soon resorted to the prac- 
tice -of acknowledging nominal authority to the Abbasid Caliphate, with the exception of 
the Spanish Ummayad dynasty. To quote from the Penguin_Atlas of Medieval History (Colin 
MoBvedy, reprinted 1968) in the section covering the temporal neighborhood of 737, "It was 
not until the early eighth century that any considerable territory was reduced, and then, 
as. in Asia, the conquest was more due to the energy of the local emir rather than the di- 
rection of the Caliphate. This, combined with the. growing number of independent emirates 
and caliphates in the 9th and 10th centuries, indicate to me a breakdown in central au- 
thority.

Un- 
like many other countries, the US does not have a special rate for third- 
class, air mail, domestic or foreign.
